Q. Whatis God ? | 

A. God is a Spirit,in and of himſelf infinite in Beeing,glo- 
ry,blefſedneſs and perfe&ion; al (uthcient,eternall,unchange- 
able,zincompreheaſible,cvery where preſent,almighty,knowing 
all things, moſt wiſe,moſt holy,moit juſt,moſt mercifull and 
oracious, long-ſuffering,and abundant in goodneſs and truth. 

0. Ars therc more Gods then one 7 

A. There is but one onely, the living and true God. 

Q). How many perſons are there inthe God-head ? 

" A. There are but three perſons in the Gad-head,the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, and thcſe three are one, true, 
eternall God; the ſame in ſubſtance, equal in power and glo- 
ry 3 although diſtinguithed by their Perſonall Properties. 

. Q.. What are the Perſonall Properties of the three Perſons

»A. Gods Decrees are the wile, free, and holy Ads of thc 
counſell of his Will, whereby, from all eternity, hee hath for 
his own glory, unchangeably, fore-ordained whatſoever com's 
to pals in time z eſpecially concerning Angels and Men. 

Q. What hath God eſpecially decreed concerning Angels 
and Men ? 

A. God by an eternall and immutable Dectee, out of his 
racer love, for the praiſe of his glcrious grace to bee mani- 
felted in due time, hath cleed ſome Angels to glory ; ors + 
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Chriſt bath choſen ſome men to cternall life, and the means 
thereof 3 and alfo according to his Soveraign power, and the 
unſcarchable counſell of his own will, ( whereby hee extend- 
eth or with-holdeth favor as hee pleaſerh Y hath paſled by, 
and fore-ordained the rcit ro Jihonor and wrath, to bce 
tor their fin inflited, to the praiſe of the glory of his ju- 
ſtice. 

Q. How doth God execute his Decrees ?

Q. What is the work of (;reation ? 

A. "The wotk of Creation, is- that, wherein God did in 
the beginning, by the word of his Power, make, cf nothing,

of ſix dayes, and all very good. 

Q. How did God create the cArgels ? 

A. God created all the Angels, ſpirits, immorrall, holy, 
excclling in knowledg, migity in power, to e xccute his Com- 
mandments, and to praiſe his N me z yet ſubje& to change. 

Q. How did God create man ? 

A. After God had made all other creatures, hee created 
man male and female 3 formed the body of the man of rhe 
duſt of the oround, and the woman of the rib cf the man; 
indued them with living, reaſonable, and immortal ſouls ; 
made them after his own imagein knowledg, righteouſneſs 
and holineſs, having the Law of God written in thetr hearts, 
and power to fulfill it, with dominion over the creatures 3 yet 
ſubje& ro fall. 

Q. What arc Gods works of Providence ? 

A. ' Gods works of Provid:nce are, his moſt holy, wile, 
aid powerfull preſerving and governing all his creatures, or- 
dering them, and all their a&ions to bis own glory. 

(2). What is Gods Providence toward his cAngcls ? 

eA, God by his Providence permitted fome of the Angels, 
wilfully and irrecoverably ro fall inco mn and damnation, lt- 
miting and ordering thar, and all their fins to his own glory 3.

Q. Woat was. the providence of God toward man in the 
eſtate in which hee was created ? 

A. The providence of God toward man, in the eſtatcin 
which he2 was created, was the placing him in Paradiſe, ap- 
pointing him to dreſs ir ; giving him liberty to ear of the 
fruit of the carth, putting the creatures under his dominion, 
and ordaining marriage Pe his help : aftording him commu- 
nion with himſelf, inſtituting the Sabbath,entring into a Co- 
venant of life with him, npon condition of perſonall, perfe& 
ang perpetuall obedience , of which the Tree of Life was a 
pledg , and forbidding to eat of the Tree of the Knowledg of 
good and evil, upon pain of death. 

Q. Did man continue in that eſtate wherein God at firſt 
created him ? 

A. Our firſt Parents beeing left to the freedom of heir 
own will, through the temptation of Satan tranſgrefled the 
Commandement of God, in eating the forbidden fruit, and 
thereby fell from the eſtate of Innocency , wherein they were 
created. 

Q. Did all mankind fall in that firſt iranſereſſion? 

A. The Covenant bceing made with Adam as a publick 
rerſon, not for himſelf onely, but for his poſterity , all man- 
kind deſcending from him by ordinary generation, ſinned in 
him, and fel] with bim in that firſt tranigreſſion, - 

Q. Into what cſtate did the fall bring mankind ? 

A. The Fall brought mankind into an eſtate of fin and 
miſery. 

Q. What t fin ? & 

A. Sinis any want of conformity unto , or tranſgreſſion 
of any Law of God, given as a rule to the reaſonable 
creature. 

Q. Whercin confiſteth the ſinfulneſs of thas eſtate whereinto 
man fell ? 

A Fr ſinfulneſs of that eſtate whereinto man fell , con- 
6ſterh in the guile of Adams firſt fin, the want of that righ- 
teouſneſs wherein hee was created, and the corruption of Nis 
nature, whereby hee is utterly indiſpoſed, diſabled, and made 
oppoſite unto all that is ſpiritually good, and wholly inclined 
to all evil,and that continually,which is commonly called ori- 
pinall fin,and from which do proceed all aRuall tranſgreſſi- 
ONS. Q, How 
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uno their poſterity ? 

A. Original Sin is conveyed from our firſt Parents untc 
their poſterity by natural[l generation, fo as all that proceed 
from them in that way, are conceived and born im in. 

Q. What miſery did the fall bring upon mankind ? 

A, The fall brought upon mankind the {ofs of communi- 
on with God, his diſpleaſure and curſe, ſo as, wee are by na- 
rure children of wrath , bond-flaves to Satan, and juſtly 
liable to all puniſhments in this world , and that which is 
to com 
I hat are the puniſhments of Sin in this world ? 

. The punifhments of Sin in this world, are, either in- 
ward, as blindneſs of minde, a reprobate ſenſe, ftrong deſu- 


ſons, hardneſs of beart, horror of conſcience , and vile affe=, 
ions : or outward, as the curſe of God upon the creatures 


for our ſakes , and all other evils that betall us in our bo- 
dies, names, eſtates, relations , and imployments , together 
with death it ſelf. 

Q. What ave the puniſhments of Sin inthe world to com ? 

eA, The puniſhments of Sin in the world to com , are 
everlaſting ſeparation from the comfortable preſence of God, 
and moſt grievous torments in ſoul and without inter- 
miſſion, in hell fre, for ever. 

Q. Dath God leave all mankind to perifh in the eflate of fin 
and miſery ? 

A. God doth not leave all mankind to periſh in the eſtate 
of fin and miſery, into which they fell by the breach of the 


firſt Covenant, commonly called the Covenant of Works ; 


but, of his meer love and mercy , delivereth his Ele& our of 
ic,and bringeth chem into an eftare of ſakvation by the fecond 
Covenant,commontly called the Covenant of Grace. 

Q. With whom was the Covenant of Grace made ? 

A. The Coventinit of Grace wasmade with Chrift as rhe 
ſecond Adart,and in him, with all-rbe Ele&,as his ſeed. 

Q.. How is the grace of Got minifeied in the ſecond 
Covenant ? 

A. The Grace of God is manifeſted in the ſecond Cove- 
nant,in thar he —_ and offrethico finners a Me- 
diator,and-life and —_— 3 and requiring. Faith - 

P3 on 
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the condition to intereſt them in him , promiſerh and giveth 
his holy Spirit to all his ele& to work in them thart faith, 
with all other ſaving graces, and to enable them unto all holy 
obcdience , as the evidence of the truth of their faith and 
thankfulneſs tro God, and as the way which hee hath appoin- 
ted them to ſalvation. 

Q. Was the Covenant of Grace alwayes adminiſtred aficr 
one and the ſame manner ? 

A. The Corenant of Grace was not alwayes admini- 
ſtred after the ſame manner , but the adminiſtrarions of it 
under the Old Teſtament were different from thoſe undcr 
the New. 

Q. How w45 the (ovenant of Grace admini red under the 
Old Teſtament * 

A. The Covenant of Graze was adminiſtred under the 
Qld Teſtament, by Promiſes, Prophelies,Sacrifices,Circum- 
cifion, the paſsover, and other types and ordinances , which 
did all fore-fignifie Chriſt then ro com , and were for that 
time ſufficient to build up the Elc& in faith in the promiſed 
Meſliah, by whom they then had full remiſſion of fin , and 
etcrnall ſalvation. 

Q. How is the Covenant of Grace adminiſired under the 
New Te\iament 7 | 

A. Under the New Teſtament,when Chriſt the ſubſtance 
was exhibited, the ſame Covenant of Grace was and ſtill is 
to be adminiſtred in the preaching of the Word, and the ag- 
miniſtration of the Sacraments of Baptiſm and the Lords 
Supper 3 in which, grace and ſalvation is held forth in morc 
fulneſs, evidence, and efficacy, to all nations. 

Q. Whot the Mediator of the (\ovenant of Grace ? 

A. The only Mzdiator of the Covenant of Grace is the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who becing the eternall Son of God , of 
one ſubſtance and equall with the Father , in the fulne(s of 
time became man , and ſo was and continue's to be God and 
man in two intire diſtin& natures,and one perfbn for ever. 

Q. How did Chriſt, beeing the Son of God,becom man 2 

A- Chriſt the Son of God becawe man, by taking to. him- 
ſelf a true body,and a reaſonable ſoul; becing conceived by.the 
power of the holy Ghoſt, in the womb of the Virgin Mary, 
of her ſubſtance, and born of ber, yet withour ſin. ni 
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Q. Why was it requiſite, that the Mediator ſhould be God? 
A. It was requiſite that the Mediator ſhould be God, that 
hee might ſuſtain and keep the humane nature from ſinking 
under the infinite wrath of God , and the power of death ; 
give worth and efficacy to his ſufferings, obedience and inter- 
ceſſion, and ſo ſarisfie Gods juſtice, procure his favor , pur- 
chaſe a peculiar people, give his Spicit ro them , conquer all 
their enemies ; and bring them to everlaſting (alvation. 

Q. Why was it requiſue that the Mediator ſhould bee Man? 

A. It was requihte that the Mediator ſhould bee Man, 
that hee might advance our naturc, perform obedience to the 
Law, ſuffer and make interccflion for us in our nature , have 
atellow feeling of our infirmities, that wee might receive the 
adoption of ſons, and have ccmfort and acceſs with boldneſs 
unto the throne of Grace. 

Q. Wriy was it requiſite that the Mediator ſhould bee God 
and man 7n one perſon £ 

A. Ir was requiſite that the Mediator , who was to recon - 
cile God and man , ſhould himſelf bee both God and man, 
and this is one perſon, that the proper works of each nature 
might bee accepted of God for us , and relyed on .by us, as 


fibe works of the whole perſon. 


Q. Why was our Mediator called Feſus ? 

A. Our Mediator was called Jeſus, becauſe hee ſaveth his 
people from their ſins. 

(2. Why was our Mediator called Chriſt ? 

A. Our Mediator was called Chriſt , becauſe hee was a- 

ointed with the holy Ghoſt above meaſure,and fo,ſer apart, 

and fully furniſhed with all authority and abiliry to execute 
the Offices of Prophet, Prieſt, and King of his Church , in 
the eſtate, both of his Humiliation and Exaltarion. 

Q. How doth Chriſt execute the Office of a Prophet ? 

A. Chriſt executethi the Office of a Propher,in his reveal- 


Jngto the Church, in all ages, by his Spirirand Word, in di-, 


vers wayes of adminiſtration , the whole will-of God in all 


_ [tings concerning their edification and ſaſ[vation. 


Q. How doth Chriſt execute the Office of a Prieſf ? 

A. Chriſt executeth the Office of a Prieſt,in his once of- 
fering himſelf a Sacrifice without ſpot to God,to bee a recon- 
aliation for the fins of his people , and in making continuall 
tercefſion for them. . D 4 Q. How 
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Q. How doth Chriſt execute the Office of a King ? 
A. Chriſt executcth the Office of a King, in coliag Out 
of the World a people to himſelf, and giving them Officers, 
Laws and Cenſures, by which hee viſibly govern's them ; in 
beſtowing ſaving grace upon his cle, rewarding their obe- 
dience, and corre&ing them for their fins, preſerving and 
ſupporting them under all their temptations and ſufferings,re- 
raining and overcoming all their enemies, and powertully 
ordering all things for his own glory and their good 3 and 
alſo in taking vengeance on the reſt, who know not God, and 
obey not the Golpel. 

Q. What was the eſtate of Chriſts Humiliation ? 

A. The eſtate of Chriſts Humiliation was, that lov 
condition, wherein, hee, for our ſakes, emptying bimlclt of 
his glory, took upon him the form of a fervant in his conce- 
ption and birth, life, death, and after his death untill his re- 
ſurreQion, 

Q. How did Chriſt humble himſclf in his Conception @nd 
Birth ? 

A. Chriſt bumbled kimſelf in_ his Conception and Birth, 
in that, beeing from all eternity the Son of God, in the bo. 
fom of the Father, hee was pleaſed in the fulneſs of time to 
becom the Son of man, made of a woman of low eſtate, and 
to-bee born of her, with divers circumſtances of more then 
ordinary abaſement. 

Q. How did Chriſt humble himſelf in his life. 

A. Chriſt bumbled hinfelf in his life, by tubjeQting bim- 
ſelf tothe Law, which bee perfe&ly fulfilled, and by coafli- 
Qing with the indignities of the world, temptations of $4- 
zan, and infirmities in bis fleſh, whether common to the na 
_ of man, or particularly accompanying that his low con- 

ition. 

Q. How did Chriſt humble bimſelf in bis death ? 
A.-<hrift ed himſelf in tus death, in that, bavi 
been, betrayed by Fudas, forſaken by his Diſciples, Cord 
and rejeted by the World ; condemned bv Pilate, and tote 
mented by his, perfecutors, having alſo conflicd with the 
rerrors of, death; and the powers of darkneſs, felt and bom 
eI6, 9g apubroge cm we 9 ; 
or i1n, induting the pai cur | 
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Q. Wherezn confefted Chrifls humiliation after his death ? 
A. Chriſts humiljation after his death,conlitted in his be- 
ing buried, and continued in the {tate of the dead, and under 
the power of death till the third day, which hath been other- 
wile expreſied in theſe words, Hee deſcended into Hell, 

Q. What was the eſtate of Chrifls Exaltation ? 

A. The cſtate of Chriſts Exaltation comprehbendeth his 
Reſurre&ion, Aſcenſion, Sirting at the right hand of the Fa- 
ther, and his coming again to judg the world. 

Q. How was Chriſt exalted ju Refurreion ? 

eA. Chrilt was cxaltcd in his Reſarreion , in that, not 
having ſeen-corruption in death, of which it was nor poſlible 
for him to bee held ; and having the very ſame body in which 
hee ſuffered, with the eflentiall properties thereof , but with- 
out mortality and other common infirmities belonging to 
this life, really united to his ſoul, hee role again from = d 
the third day, by his own power ; whereby hce declared him- 
ſelf to bee the Son of God , to have ſatisfied divine Juſtice, 
to have vanquiſhed death, and bim that had the power of it, 
and to bee Lord of quick and dead ; all which hee did as a 
a publick perſon, the Head of his Charch, for their Juſtifica- 
tion,quickning in grace, ſupport againſt encmies,and to aflure 
them of their reſurreftion trom the dead at the lait day. 

Q. How was Chriſt exalted in his Aſcention ? 

A. Chriſt was exalted in his Aſcention, in that , baving 
after his Reſurreion often appeared unto, and converſed 
with his Apoſtles, ſpeaking to them of the things pertaining 
to the Kingdom of God, and giving them. commiſſion to 
preach the Goſpel to all nations ; forty dayes after bis Reſur- 
rection, hee, in our nature, and as our bead, triumphing over 
enemies, viſibly went up intothe bigheſt heavens,there to re- 
ceive gifts for men, to raile up our affe&ions thither , and to 
prepare a place for us, where himſelf is, and ſhall continue till 
his { coming at the end of the world. 

Q. How + Chrift exalted in his futing at the right hand 


of Gud 


A. Chiiſt is exalted in his fittibg at the right hand of God, 


in that , as God-man hee is advanced to higheſt favor 


with Gad the Father , with. all fulneſs of joy , glory and 
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bis Miniſters and people with gifts and graces , and maketh 
interceflion for them. 

Q. How doth Chri * make Tuterceſſion ? 

A. Chriſt maketh Interceſſion , by kis appearing in our 
nature continually before the Father in heaven, in the merit 
of his obedience and ſacrifice on earth , declaring his will to 

have it applied to all believers , anſwering all accuſations a+ 
eainſt them,procuring for them quiet of conſcience, notwith- 
itanding ally failings, acceſs with boldneſs to the throne of 
Grace,and acceptance of thcir perſons and ſervices. 

Q. How is (/hriſt to bee exalted in his coming again to judg 
the world ? 

A. Chriſt is to bee exalted in his coming again to judg 
the world, in that, hee who was unjuſtly judged and con- 
demn:d by wicked men , ſhall com again at the laſt day in 
great power, and in the full manifeſtation of his own glory, 
and of his Fathers, with all his holy Angels, with a thour, 
with the voyce of the Archange) , and with the trumpet of 
God ; to judg the world in righteouſneſs. 

Q. What bencfits bath Chrift procured by bis Mediation ? 

eA. Chriſt by his Mediation hath procured Redemption, 
with all other benefits of the Covenant of Grace. 

Q How do wec com to bee made partakers of the benefits 
which Chriſt hath procured ? 

A. Wee are made partakers of the benefits which Chriſt 
hath procured, by the application of them unto us , which is 
the work eſpecially of God the holy Ghoſt, 

Q. Who are made partakers of Redemption by Chriſt ? 

eA. Redemption is certainly applied,and efteually com- 
municated to Ki thoſe for whom Chriſt hath purcbaſcd it, 
who are in time by holy theGhoſt inabled to believe inChriſt 
according to the Goſpel. 

Q. (an they who have never heard the Goſpel, and ſo,know 
not Feſus Chrif?, nor believe in him, bee ſaved by their living 
according to the light of nature ? 

A. They who, having never heard the Goſpel , know not 
Jeſus Chriſt, and believe not in him, cannot ſaved, bee 
they never ſo diligent ro frame their lives according to the 
light of nature, or the law of that Religion which they 
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alone, who is the Saviour onely of his body the Church. 


rofeſs ; neither is there ſalvation in any other, but in Chriſt 


Q. Are all they ſaved who hcar the Goſpel and live in the 
Church ? 

A. All that hear the Goſpel and live in the viſible Church 
are not ſaved, bur they onely who are true membes of the 
Church inviſible. 

Q. What is the viſeble (*hurch ? 

A. The viſible Church is a ſociety made up of all ſuch as 
in all ages and places of the world do profeſs the true Relig» 
on, and of their children. 

Q). What are the ſpeciall priviledges of the viſible (Church ? 

(A. Thevibble Church bath the priviledg of beeing under 
Gods ſpeciall care and government, or becing protected and 
preſerved inall ages, notwithſtanding the oppotiticn of all 
cnemics, and of injoying the communion of Saints the or- 
dinary mcans* of Salvation, offers of grace by Chriſt to all 
the members of it in the Miniſtry of the Goſpel, teſtifying, 
that whoſoever believe's in him ſhall bee ſaved, and excluding 
none that will com unto him. 

. What is the Tnvifuble Church ? 

. The Inviſible Church is the whole number of the 
Ele& ,that have been, are, or ſhall bee gathered into one, un- 
der Chriſt the Head. 

Q. What ſpeciall Benefits do the members of the inviſible 
Church enjoy by ('hri(t ? 

A. The members of the Inviſible Church, by Chriſt, en» 
joy Union and Communion with him in grace and glory. 

Q. What is that Union which the Ele bave with ('brifl ? 

?A, The Union which the Ele& have with Chrilt, is the 
work of Gods grace, whereby they are ſpiritually & myſti- 
cally, yet really and inſeparably joyned ro Chriſt, as their 
head and husband ; which is don 1n their effe&uall calling. 

Q. What is effeftual calling ? 

A. EffeQuall Calling is the work of Gods almighty 
power and grace, whereby, out of his free and eſpeciall love 
to his Elect, and from nothing in them moving him thereun- 
to, hee doth in his accepted time, invite and draw them to 
Jefus Chriſt by his Word and Spirit, ſavingly, inlighrning 
their: mindes , renewing and powerfully determining _ 
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wills, fo as they, although in themſelves dead in fin, are here- 
by made willing and able freely to anſwer his call, and to ac- 
cept and imbrace the grace offered and conveyed therein. 

Q. Are the Elett onely effeftually called ? 

A. All the Ele&, and they onely, arc cffeually called ; 
although others may bee, and often are, outwardly called by 
the Miniſtry of the Word, and have ſome common operations 
of the ſpirit, who, for their wilfull negle& and contempt of 
the grace oftered to them, beeing juſtly left in their unbelicf, 
do never truly com to Jeſus Chrilt. 

O. What i the Communion in Grace, which the members 
of the Troiſeble Church have with ( briſt e 
A. The communien in grace, which the members of the 
Inviltible Church have with Chrilt, js, their partaking of the 
virrue of his Mediation, in their Juſtification, Alien, 
San&ification, and what ever elſe in this life manifcR's their 
Union with him. : 

. What i Fuſtification ? 

+ Tal f an a& of Gods free grace unto ſinners, 
in which hee pardoneth all their fins, accepteth and acconn- 
teth their ,perſons righteous in kis ſhght, not for any thing 
wrought in them, or don by them, but onely for the perfect 
obedicnce, and full fatisfation of Chrifit, by God imputed 
to them, and received by Faith alone. 

Q. How ts Fuſtification an at of Gods free Grace ? 

A. Although Chriſt by his Obedience & Dearh,did make 
a proper, reall, and full ſatisfation tro Gods Juſtice, in rhe 
bchalt of them thar are juſtified ; yer, in as much as God ac- 
cepteth the fatisfaftion from a ſurety, which hee might have 
demanded of them, did provide this Surety, his own. onely 
Son, _—_— bis righteouſneſs to them, and requiring no- 
thing of rhem for their Juſtification. bur Faith, which alſo is 
a gitr, their Juſtification is, ro them, of free grace. 

Q. What is Fullifying Faith ? 

A. Juſtifying Faith 1sa ſaving grace, wrought inthe heart 
of a Sinner, by the Spirit and Word-of God, whereby, hee 
beeing convinced of his firi and: miſery, and' of the diſabi 
in himſelf and all other creatures, to recover him out of his 
loſt condition, not onely aflemech to' the rruth' of the —_ 
miſe of the Goſpel, but: receiveth and refterk upon- C ws 
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and his righteouſneſs, therein held forth for pardon of fin, 
and for the accepting and accounting of his perſon righteous 
in the ſight of God tor ſalvation. 

Q. How doth F aith juſtifie a Sinner in the hgh! of God ? 

eA. Faith juſtific's a Sinner in the ſight of God, not be. 
cauſe of thoſe other graces which do alwayes accompany it, 
or of good works thar are the fruits of it, nor as if the grace of 
Faith, or any a& thercof, were imputed to him for his Juſti- 


fication ; but onely as it is an Inſtrument, by which hee re-- 


ceiveth and applyeth Chriſt and his righteouſneſs. 

Q. What is Adoption ? 

A. Adoption is an a& of the frees grace of God, in, and 
for his _ Son, Jeſus Chriſt, whereby, all thoſe that are 
juſtified, are received into the number of his children, have 
his Name put upon them, the Spirit of his Son given to 
them, are under his fatherly care and diſpenſations, admitted 
to all the Liberties and Priviledges of the Sens of God, made 
heirs of all the promiſes, and fellow- heirs with Chriſt in 
olory. 

? Q. What is Sanfification ? 

A. SanRification is a work of Gods grace, whereby they, 
whom God hath before the Foundation of the world, choſen 
to bee holy, arc in rime, through the powerfall operation of 
bis Spirit, applying the death and reſurre&ion of Chriſt unto 
them, renewed in their whole man after the Image of God ; 
having the ſeeds of Repentance unto life, and of all other fa- 
ving graces, put into their hearts, and thoſe graces ſo ſtirred 
up, increaſed and ſtrengthened, as that they more and more 
die unto fin, and riſe unto newneſs of life. 

Q. What is Repentance wntolife ? 

A. Repentance unto life, is a ſaving grace wrought in the 
heart of a ſinner, by the Spirit and Word of God, whereby, 
out of the ſight and ſenſe, not onely of the danger, but alſo 
of the filthineſs and odiouſneſs of bis fins, and upou the ap- 

henfian of Gods mercy in Chriſt to ſuch as are penitent, 

e& ſo grieve's for, and hate's his fins, as that hee turn's from 
them all ro God, purpoſing and cndeavouring conftamly to 
walk with him in al the wayes of new obedience. 

Q. Wherein do —_— and Sanftification differ ? 

A. Although SanGification bee inſepazably joyned with 
Juſtification 
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Juſtification z yet they differ in that, God in. Juſtification 
jmputerh the righteouſ1e(s of Chriſt, in Sanihcarion his 
Spirit infuſeth grace, and enableth to the exerciſe thercot ; 
in the former (in is pardoned, in the other it is ſubdued 3 the 
one doth equally tree all Believers from the revenging wrath 
of God, and that perfe&ly in this life, that they never fall 
into condemnatiun z the other is neither equall in all, nor in 
this life perfe&t in any, but growing up to perfeCtion. 

O. Whence ariſeth the imperfefion of Sn&tification in 
Believers? 

A. The imperfe&ion of Sanification in Believers, ari- 
ſerh from the remnants of fin, abiding in every part of them, 
and the perpetuall luſtings of the tleth againſt the ſpirit, 
whercby they are often toiled with temprarions, and fall into 
many fins,are hindercd in all their ſpi. ituall ſervices, and their 
belt works are imperfet and defiled in the fight of God. 

JJ. May not true Believers, by reaſon of thctr tmper fefti> 
ons,and the many temptations aud {ns they are overtaken wito, 
fall away from the ſtaic of Grace ? 

A. True Believers, by reaſon of the unchangeable love ct 
God, and his Decree and Covcnant to give them perſeve- 
rance, their inſeparable Union with Chriſt, his continuall in- 
rercefiion for them, and the ſpirit and ſeed of God abiding in 
them, can ncither totally nor finally fall away fcom the ſtate 
of grace, but arc kept by the power of God through faith un- 
to lalvation. 

Q. (antruc Believers bee infallibly aſſurcd, that they are 
in the eſtate of grace, and þat they ſvall perſevere therein unto 
ſaluation ? 

A. Such as truly believe in Chrift, and endeavor to walk 
in all good conſcience betore him, may, without extraordina- 
ry revelation, by faith, grounded upon the truth of Gods 
promiles, and by the ſpirit enabling them to diſcern in them- 
ſelves thoſe graces to which the promiſes of life are made, and 
bearing witneſs with their ſpirits, that they are the children of 
God, bee infallibly aflured that they are in the eſtate of grace, 
and ſhall perſevere thercin unto ſalvation. 

Q. Are all Believers at all times aſſured of their preſent 
beeing intbe eſtate of grace, aud that they ſhall bee ſaved ? 

A. Aflurance of grace and ſalyation, not becing - the 
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eſſence of faith, true Belicvers may wait long before they ob - 
rain it, and after the enzoyment thereof, may have ir weaken - 
cd and intermirted through manifold diſtempers,fins, tempta- 
tions, and deertions 3 yet are they never let: without ſuch a 
preſence and ſupport of the Spirit of God,as kecp's them from 
linking into utter deſpair. 

Q. What is the Communion in Glory, which the members 
of the Inviſsble (*hurch have with Chriil? | 

A. The communion in glory, which the members cf the 
Invifible Church have with Chriſt is, in this life, immediate- 
ly after death, and at laft, perfe&ed at the ReſurreRion and 
day of Judgment. 

Q. What 4 the communion in glory with Chriſt, which the 
members of the Twoiſible Church enjoy in this life? 

A. The members of the Inviſible Church have communt- 
cated to them in this life, the firſt fruits of glory with Chriſt; 
as they are members of him, their head, and to in him, arc 
interelled in that glory which hee is fully poſlefled of ; and as 
an earneſt thereof, enjoy the ſenſe of Gods love, peace of con- 
ſcience, joy in the Holy Ghoſt, and hope of glory as on the 
concrary, the ſenſe of Gods revenging wrath, horror of con- 
ſcience, and a fearfull expeQation of judgement, are, to the 
wicked, the beginning of their torments, which they ſhali en- 
dure after death. | 

Q. Shal all wen die ? 

A. Death becing threatned as the wages of fin, is it ap- 
pointed unto all men once to die, for that all have ſinned. 

. Death beeing the wages of fin, why are not the rightc- 
ous delivered from death, ſccing all their fins arc forgiven in 

brift ? 

on . The righteous ſhall bee delivered from death it ſelf at 
the laſt day, and even in death, are delivercd from rhe ſting 
and curſe of it, fo that, although they die, yet it is out of Gods 
love, to free them perfte&ly from fin and miſery, and to make 
them capable of further communion with Chriſt in glory, 
which they then enter upon, 

Q. What is the communion in glory with Chriſt, which the 
members of the inviſible Ch:rch enjoy immediately after death? 

eA. The commumaon in glory with Chriſt , which the 
Members of the inviſible Church en joy ———_— 

cath, 


death, is, in that their ſouls are then made perfe& in holineſs, 
and received into the higheſt heavens , where they behold the 
face of God in light and glory, waiting for the full redempri- 
on of their budies, which even in death continue united to 
Chriſt, and reſt in their graves as in their beds, till at the laſt 
day they bee again united to thcir ſouls z whereas the ſouls of 
the wicked are at death caſt into hell , where they remain in 
rorments and utrer darkneſs , and rhecir bodies kept in their 
graves, as in their priſons,rill the reſurreftion and judgement 
of the great day, 
. What are wee to beleeve concerning the reſurrefion ? 

. Wee are to beleeve, that at the lait day, there ſhall bee 
a general Reſurrc&ion of the dead, both of the juſt and un- 
Juit ; when they that are then found alive, ſhall ina moment 
bee changed, and the ſclf-fame bodies of the dead which were 
laid in the grave , beeing then again united to their ſouls for 
ever, {hal bec raiſed up by the power of Chriſt ; the bodies of 
the juſt by the Spirit of Chriſt, and by virtue of his reſur- 
re&ion, as their Head, ſhal bee raiſed in power, ſpirituall, in- 


corruptible,and made like to his glorious, body ;z and the bo- 


dies of the wicked ſhal bee raiſed up in diſhonor,by him,as an 
offended judg, 

Q. What ſhall immediately follow after the refurrefion ? 

A. Immediatly after the Reſurre&ton ſhall follow the ge- 
nerall and finall judgment of Angels and men ; the day and 
hour whereof no man knoweth, that all may watch and pray, 
and bee ever ready for the coming of the Lord. 

Q. What ſhall bee don to the wicked at the day of judg- 
ment ? 
A. Atthe day of judgement , the wicked ſhall bee ſer on 
Chriſts left hand, and upon clear evidence, and full convidti- 
on of their own conſciences, ſhall have the fearfull , but juſt 
ſencence of condemnation pronounced againft rhem 3 and 
thereupon ſhall bee caſt out from the favorable preſence of 
God, and the glorious fellowſhip with Chriſt, his Saints,and 
ail his holy Angels, into Hell, to bee puniſhed with unſpeak- 
able torments, bork of body and ſoul, with the Devil and his 
Angels for ever. 


Q. What ſhall bee don 19 the righteous at the day of judg- 
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caught up to Chriſt in the clouds, ſhall bee fer on bis righc 
hand, and there openly acknowledged and acquitted; ſhall 
joyn with him in the judging of reprabate Angels and men, 
and ſhall bee received into heaven, where they thall bee fully, 
and for ever, freed from all fin and mitery, filled with uncon - 
ceivable joyes, made perfetly holy and-happy, both in body 
and ſoul, in the company ' of inuumerable Saints and holy 
Angels, but eſpecially, in the immediate viſion and fruition 
of God the Father, of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and of the ho- 
ly Spirit, to all eternity ; and this is the perfe&t and full com- 
munion Which the members of the invitible Church ſhall m- 
joy with Chriſt in glory, at the Reſurre&ion and day of 
Judgment. | 


Having ſcen what the Scriptures principally teach us to bc 
lrve concerning God ; it follow's to conſeder,what they rc- 
quire, as the duty of man. 

Q. V Hat is the duty that God require's of man ? 
V A. he duty which God requireth of man, is 
obedience to his revealed will. 

Q. What did God at firſt reveal unto, man as the rule of 
his obedience. 

A. Therule of obedience revealcd to Adam in the eſtate 
of innocency, aud to all mankinde in him, behde a ſpeciall 
command, not to eat of the fruit of the tree of the knowleds 
of good and evil, was, the Morall Law. 

Q. What is the Morall Law ? 

A. the Morall Law is the Declaration of the will of God 
to mankind, directing and binding every one to perſonall, 
perfe& and perpetual] conformity and obedicnce thereunto, 
in the frame and diſpoſition of the whole man foul and body, 
and in performance of all thoſe duties of holineſs and righ- 
tcouſnefs, which hee oweth ro God and man ; promiling life 
upon the fulfilling, and threatning death upon the breach 
of it. 

PR Is there any uſe of the Morall Law to man ſince the 

A. Aithough no man, fince the fall, can attain to righte- 


eulncls and lite by the Morall Law, yet there is great uſe 
E thereof, 


eA, At the day of judgment, . the Righteous beting 
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thereof, as well common to all men, as peculiar, cither to the 
unregenerate, or the regenerate. 

Q. Of what uſe is the Morall Law to all men ? 

A. The Morall Law is of uſe to all men, to inform them 
of the holy nature and Will of God, and of their duty, 
binding them to walk accordingly : to convince them of 
their diſability to keep it, and of the finfull pollution of their 
nature, hearts, and lives; to humble them in ſenſe of their 
ſin and raiſery and thereby help them to a clearer fight of the 
need they have of Chriſt, and of the perfe&ion of his obe- 
dience. 

Q. What particular uſe is there of the Morall Law to unrc- 
generate men 2 

A. The Morall Law is ct uſe to nnregenerate men toa- 
waken their conſcicnces to fly from wrath to com, aud to 
drive them to Chriſt ; or, upon their continuance in the 
eſtate and way of ſin, to leave them inexcuſable, and under 
the curſe thereof, | 

Q. What ſþcciall uſe is there of the Morall Law to the re- 

enerate ? 

A. Although they that are regenerate, and believe in 
Chriſt, bee delivered from the Morall Law as a Covenant of 
works,ſo as thereby they are neither juſtified nor condemned; 
yet, beſide the generall uſes thereof common to them with all 
men, it is of ſpeciall uſe, toſhew them how much they are 
bound ro Chriſt for his fulfilling it, and enduring the curſe 
thereof in thcir {tcad, and for ther good ; and nc, be to pro- 
voke them to more thankfulneſs, and to expreſs the ſame in 
their greater care to conform themſclves thereunto as the rule 
of their obedicncc. 

2. Where is the Morall Law ſummarily comprehended ? 

A. The Morall Law is ſummarily comprehended in the 
ten Commandements, which wcre delivered by the voice of 
God upon the mount $7na7, and written by him in twotables 
of itone, and are recorded in the twentieth chapret of Exodus; 
the four firſt Commandements containing our duty to God, 
and the other ſix our duty to man. | 

Q. What rulcs are to bee obſcrued for the right underſtaie 
ding of the ten Commandements. 

A. For the right underſtanding of the ten Commande- 
ments, theſe rutes are to bce obſcrved, T hat 
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formity in the whole man unto the righteouſne(s thercof, and 
unto intire obedience, for ever ; fo as, to require theurmoſt 
perfeion of every duty, and to forbid the leait degree of eve- 
rv fin, 

| That it is ſpirituall ; and fo, reacheth the Underſtanding, 
Will, Aﬀe&tions, and all other powers of the ſoul, as well as 
words, works, and geſtures, 

That one and the ſame rhing, in divers reſpe&ts, is required 
or forbidden in ſeverall Commandements, 

That, as, where a duty is commanded, the contrary fin is 
forbidden 3 and, where a fin is forbidden,the contrary duty is 
commanded : ſo, where a promiſe is annexed, the contrary 
threatning 1s included nodes x where a threatning 1s aunexed, 
the contrary promiſe is included. | 

Thar, what God forbid's, is at no time to bee don, what 
hee command's, is alwayes our dutyzyet every particular duty 
isnot to bee don at all times. 

That,under one lin or duty,all of the ſame kind are forbid- 
ten or commanded, together with all the cauſes, means, occa- 
hons, and appearances thereof, and provocations thereunto, 

That what is forbidden or commanded to aur (elves, wee 
are bound, according to our places, to endeavor that it may 
bee avoided or performed by others, according to the duty of 
their places. 

Thar, in what is commanded to others, wee are bound 
according to our places and callings to bee helpfull to them 3 
and to take hecd of partaking with others in what is forbid- 
den them. 

Q. What ſpeciall things are wee to conſider in the ten (om- 
maudements « 

A. Wee are to conſider in the ten Commandements, the 
Preface, the ſubſtance of the Commandements thegaſelves, 
and ſeverall Reaſons annexed to forge of them the more to 
Inforce them. 

Q. What is the Preface to the Commandemeitts ? 

A. The Pceface to the Commandements is contained in 
theſe words [ I am the Lord thy God which have brought thee 
Wt of the land of Egypt, out of the houſe of bondage ] where- 
in God manifcketh his ſoveraignty, as becing Jehovah, the 
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cternall, immutable, and almighty God,having his Beeing in 
and of himſelf, and giving becing to all his words and works; 
& that hee is a God in/Covenant,as with Iſrael of old,fo with 
all his people 3 who,as hee brought them out of their bondage 
in Egypr, ſo hce delivereth us from our ſpirituall thraldom; 
and that therefore wee are bound to take him for our .God 
alone, and to keep all his Commandements. 

Q. Whatis the ſum of the four Commandements which 
contain our duty to God ? 

A. The ſum of the four Commandements containing 
our duty to God, is, to love the Lord our God with all our 
hearr, and with all our foul, and with all our ſtrength, and 
with all our minde. 

Q. Which is the firſt Commandement ? 

A. The firſt Commandement is, | Thou ſhalt have no 
other gods before mee.) 

Q. What are the dutics required in the firſt Commandce- 
ment ? 

A. The duties requircd in the firſt Commandement, are, 
the knowing and acknowledging of God to bee the onely true 
God, and our God.z and to worthup and glorific him accor- 
dingly ; by thinking, meditating, remcmbring, highly cſteem- 
ing,honoring,adoring,chuſing,loving,defiring,fearing of him, 
believing him, truſting, hoping, delighting, rejoycing in him, 
becing zcalous for hini;calling upon him,giving all praiſe and 
thanks,and yielding all obedience and ſubmiſſion to him,with 
the whole man, beeing carctull in all things to pleaſe him,and 
ſorrowtull when in any thing hee is offended, and walking 
humbly with him, 

Q. What are the fins forbidden inthe firſt Commandemen? 

A. The ins forbidden in the 6rſt Commandement, are, 
Arhciſm, in denying,or not having a God;Idolatry in having 
or worſhipping more gods then one, or any with, or-in ſtead 
ofthe true God; the not baving and avouching him for God, 
and our God;the omiſſion or negle& of any thing due to him 
requircd in this Commandemeat 3 ignorance, forgerfulnels, 
miſapprehenſions , falſe opinions , unworthy , and wicked 
thoughts of him,bold and curious ſearching into his ſecrets; 
all prcfaneneſs, hatred cf God, ſelf-loye, ſeif.ſecking, and all 
ether inordinate and immoderate ſetting of our minde, wil), 
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or aftetions, upon other things, and taking them off from 
him in whole or in part ; vain credulity, unbelief, hercfie,mis- 
belief, diſtruſt, deſpair, incorrigibleneſs, inſenfibleneſs under 
judgments, hardneſs of heart, pride, preſumption, carnall ſe- 
curity, tempting of God, uſing unlawtull means, and truſting 
in lawfull means, carnall delights and joyes ; corrupt, blinde, 
and-indiſcreet zeal ; lukewarmnels, and deadneſs in the things 
of God ; eftranging our ſelves, and apoſtatizing from Ged 3 
praying or giving any rcligious worthip to Saints, Angels, or 
any other creatures 3 all compaQts, and conſulting with the 
devil and harkening to his ſuggeſtions 3 making men the 
Lords of our faith and conſcience 3 ſlighting and deſpiſing 
God, and his Commands 3 reſiſting, and grieving of his Spi- 
rit, diſcontent, and impatience at his diſpenſations, charging 
him fooliſhly for the evils hec inflits on us 3 and aſcribing the 
prac of any good wee either are, have, or can do, to fortune, 
dols, our (clves, or any other creature. 

Q. What arc wce ſpecially taught by theſe words [_ before 
mee 7 71 the firſt Commandement ? 

A. Theſe words before mee, or before my face, in the firlt 
Commandement, teach us, that God who ſcerth all things, 
take's ſpeciall notice of, and is much diſpleafed with the lin of 
having any other God ; that ſo it may bee an argument to 
difſwade from it ; and to aggravate it,as a-moſt impudent pro- 
vocation; as alſo to _— us to do, as in his fight, what- 
ever wee do in his ſervice. ” 

Q. Which is the ſecond Commandement ? 

A. The ſecond Commandement is { - Thou ſhals not 
make unto thee any graven image, or any likeneſs of any thing 
that is in heaven above, or that is in the earth bencath, or 
that is in the water undcr the carth 3 thou ſhalt not bow down 
to them, nor ſcruc them : for 1the Lord thy.God am. a jealous 
God 3 viſiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children, wn « 
20 the third and furth generation, of them that hate mee3 'and 


ſhewing mercy unto thouſands of them that love mee, and Reep 


my Commandements. | 

Q. What are the duties required in the fecond Commande- 
ment ? 

A. The duties required in the ſecond Commandement,arc, 


the receiving, obſcrving and keeping pure and entire , all 
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ſuch religious worſhip and ordinance as God hath inſtitute 
in his word : particularly, Prayer, and Thankſgiving in the 
name of Chrif, the ang preaching, and hearing of the 
Word, the adminiſtration and receiving of the Sacraments; 
Church-government & Diſcipline ; the Miniſtery, and main. 
tenanc? thereof ; religious faſting 3 ſwearing, by the name of 
God, and vowing unto him : As alſo the diſapproving, dete- 
ſting, oppoſing all falſe worſhip ; and according to each ones 
lace and calling,removing it, and all monuments of idolatry, 
Q. What are the ſins forbidden in the ſecond (ommande- 
ment ? 
A. The ſins forbidden in the ſecond Commandement, 
are, all deviſing, counſelling, commanding, uſing and any 
wayes approving any religious worſhip not inſtituted by God 
himſelf tolerating a falſe Religion ; the making any repreſen- 
tation of God, of all,or of any of the three Perſons, either in- 
wardly in our minde, or outwardly in any kinde of Image or 
likeneſs of any creature whatſoever ; all worſhipping of it, or 
God in it, or by it; the making of any repreſentation of feign- 
cd Deities, and all worſhip of them, or ſervice belonging to 
them z all ſuperſtitious ; rm , corrupting the worthip of 
God, adding to it, taking from it, whether invented and taken 
up of our ſelves, or received by tradition from others, though 
under the title of antiquity, cuſtom, devotion, good intent, 
or any other pretence whatſoever : ſimony, facriledg ; all nc- 
gle, contempt, hindering, and oppoling the worſhip and 
ordinances which God hath appointed. 

Q. What are the Reaſons annexed to the fecond ('ommanide- 
ment, the more to enforce't ? 

A. The Reafons annexcd to the ſecond Commandement, 
the more to enforce it, contained in thoſe words [ For I the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, viſiting the iniquitics of the 
fathers upon the children, unto the third and fourth generation, 
of them that hate mee; and ſheming mercy unto thouſands of 
them that love mee, and keey my Commandements : } are, be- 
fide Gods foveraignty over us, and property in us ; his fer- 
vent zeal for his own worſhip,and his revengefull indignation 
againſt all falſe worſhip, as beeing a ſpiricuall whoredom ; 
accounting the breakers of this Commandement ſuch as bate 


him, and threatning to puniſh them unto divers generations, 
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and eſteeming the obſervers of it ſuch as love him, and keep 
his commandements, and promiſing mercyto them unto ma=- 
ny generations. | 

Q. Which is the third Commandement ? 

A. The third Cammandement is,[ Thou ſhalt not take the 
Name of the L OR D thy God in vain : forthe LORD will 
not hold him guiltleſs, that taketh his Name in vain.) 

What is required in the third Commandement ? 

A. The third Commandement require's, that the Name 
of God, his titles, attributes, ordinances, the word, Sacra- 
ments,prayer,oaths,vows, lots his works, and whatſoever elſe 
there is whereby hee make's himſelf known, bee holily and re + 
verently uſed in thought, meditation, word,writing,by an hio- 
ly proteflion, and anſwerable converſation, to the glory of 
God, and the good of our ſelves and others. 

Q. What are the fins forbidden in the third Cammande- 
ment ? 

A. The fans forbidden in the third Commandementr, are, 
the not uſing of Gods name as is required ; and the abuſe of 
it, in an ignorant, vain , irreverent, profane, ſuperſtitious, 
or wicked mentioning or otherwiſe uſing his titles, attributes, 
ordinances, or works ; by blaſphemy, perjury 3 all finfull cur- 
ſings, oaths, vows, and lots,violating of our oaths and vows, 
if lawfull 3 and fulfilling them, if of things unlawfull ; mur- 
muring and qnarre[ling at, curious prying into and miſapply- 
of Gods decrees aud providences 3 mifinterpreting, miſapply- 
ing, or any way perverting the word, or any part of it, to 
em jeſts, curious or improfitable queſtions, vain jang- 
ings, or the maintaining of falſe do&rinesz abuſing it, the 
creatures, or any thing contained under the name of God, to 
charms, or ſinfull luſts and praCtiſes3 the maligning, ſcorn- 
ing, reviling, or any wayes oppoling of Gods truth, grace, 
and wayes ; making profeſſion of Religion in hypocrite, or 
for ſiniſter ends; becing aſhamed pf ir , or a ſhame to it, by 
uncomfortable, unwiſe, unfruitfull, and oftenfive walking, or 
backſliding fromir. 

Q. What Reaſons arc annexed to the third Commandement ? 

A. The Reaſons annexed to the third Commandement 
in theſe words [ The L @R D thy God] and[ Forthe LORD 
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bis Name is not to bee profaned, or any way abuled by ns, 

eſpecially, becauſe hce will bee ſo far from acquitting and ſpa- 
ring the t.anſgrefſors of this Commandement,as that hee Will 
not ſuffer them to eſcape his righteous judgment, albeit many 
ſuch eſcape the cenſures and puniſhments of men. 

Q. Which is the fourth Commandement ? 

A. Thefourth Commandement is, { Remember the $4b- 
bath day to keep it holy : fix dayes ſhalt thou labor , and do all 
thy work : but the ſeventh day is the-the Sabbath of the 
LORD thyGod : in it thou ſhalt not do any work, thou, nor 
thy ſon, nor thy daughter , thy man-ſervant, nor thy maid-ſer- 
vant, nor thy cattell, nor thy ſtranger that i withinthy gates : 
for in fix dayes the LO RD made heaucn and earth, the ſea; 
and all that in them is, and reſted the ſcoemh day ; where- 
forethe LOR D bleſſed the Sabbath day, and hallowel 
it. ] 

Q. What is required inthe fourth Commandement ? 

rA, The fourth Commandement requireth of all men, the 
ſanCtifying, or keeping holy to God, ſuch ſet time as hee hath 
appointed in his word;zexpreſly, one whole day in ſeven, which 
was the ſeventh from the beginning of the world to the refur- 
re&tion of Chriſt, and the firit day of the week ever ſince, and 
{o to continue to the end of the world, which is the Chriſtian 
Sabbath, and in the New Teſtament called the Lords day, 

Q. How is the Sabbath, or Lords day, to be ſaufificd ? 
A. The Sabbath or Lords day is to bee ſanCtified, by an 
boly reſting all rhe day, not onely from ſuch works as are at 
all times ſinfull, but even from ſuch worldly imployments and 
recreations as are on other dayes lawtfull, and making it our 
delight to ſpend the whole time ( except ſo much of it as is to 
bee taken up in works of neceſſity and mercy ) in the publick 
and private exerciſes of Gods worſhip 3 and to that.end wee 
are to prepare our hearts, and with ſuch fore-fight , diligence 
and moderation, to diſpoſe, and ſeaſonably to diſpatch our 
worldly buſineſs, that wee may bee the more free and fit for 
the duties of that day, 
Q. Why is the charge of keeping the Sabbath, more ſpecially 
direficd to governors of families, and other ſuperiors ? 
A. Thecharge of keeping the Sabbath is more ſpecially 
7-6 dirc- 
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direQed to governors of families and other ſuperiors, becauſe 
they are bound not onely to keep ir themſelves, bur to ſee that 
it bec obſerved by all thoſe that are under thcir charge ; and 
becauſe they are prone oft-rimes to hinder them by imploy- 
ments of their own. 

Q. What are the ſins forbidden in the fourth (ommandc- 
ment ? 

A. The ſins forbidden in the fourth Commandement, are 
all omiſſions of the duties required 3 all careleſs, negligent, 
and unprofitable pertorming of them , and becing weary of 
them ; all profaneing the day by idleneſs , and doing that 
which is in it ſelf finfull , and by all needleſs works , words, 
and thoughts about our worldly imployments and recre- 
ations. 

Q. What are the Reaſons annexed to the fourth Commanae- 
ment, the more 10 enforce ut ? 

eA., The Reaſons annexed to the fourth Commande- 
ment, the more to enforce it, are taken from the cquity of it, 
God allowing us fix dayes of ſeven for our own affirs, and 
reſerving but one for himſelf, in theſe words, [ Six dayes ſhalt 
thou labor and do all thy work z from Gods challenging a 
ſpeciall propriety in that day,[ The ſeventh day is the Sabbath 
of the LORD thy God 3] fromthe example. of God, who in 
fox dayes made heaven and earth, the ſea , and all that in them 
i, and reſted the ſeventh day 3 and from that bleſſing which 
God put upon that day, not onely in ſanRifying it to bee a 
day for his ſecvice,bur in ordaining it to bee a mcans of bleſs, 
ſing to us in our ſanRtifying it ; [1/herefore the LORD bleſ- 
ſed the Sabbath day, and hallowed it.) * 

Q. Why is the word Remember {ct in the beginning of the 
fourth Commandement ? 

eA. The word Remember is ct 1n the beginning of the 
fourth Commandement, partly becauſe of the great bench, 
of remembring it ; wee beeing thercby helped in our prepara- 
tion to k:ep it, and, in keeping it , better to keep all the reſt 
of the Commandements, and to continue a thankfull remem - 
brance of the two great benefits of Creation and Redempri- 
on, which contain a ſhort abridgment of Religion : and part- 
ly becauſe wee are very ready to forget it 3 for that there is 
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liberty in things at other times lawfull 3 that it comevh bue 
once in feven dayes , and many worldly bufinefſes com bc- 
tween,and too often take off our mindes from thinking of ie, 
either to prepare for it,or ro ſanCike it ; and that Satan with 
his inſtruments much labor to blot out the glory , and even 
the memory of it, to bring in all irreligion and impiety. 

Q. What is the ſum of the fix Commaxdements, which 801- 
t.zm our duty to man ? 

A. The ſum of the ſix Commandements, which contain 
our duty to man, is, to love our neighbor as our ſelves, and 
to do to others what wee would have them do to us. 

RX Which % the fifth Commandement ? 

. The fifth Commandement is, [Honor thy fathcr.and 
thy mother 3 that thy dayes may bee long upon the land which 
the LORD thy God giveth thee. 

Q. Who are meant by Father and Mother,in the fifth Com- 
mandement e 

A. By Father and Mother , in the fiftrh Commandement, 
are meant not onely naturall parents, but all ſuperiors in age 
and gifts, and eſpecially ſuch as by Gods ordinance are over 
us in place and authority , whether in Family , Church or 
Commnon-wealth. 

Q. *Why are Snperiors ſtiled, Father and Mother ? 

A. Superiors are {tiled Father and mother , both to teach 
them in all duties towards theit inferiors , like naturall pa- 
rents, to expreſs love and tenderneſs to them : according to 
their ſeverall relations : and to work inferiors to a greater 
willingneſs and chewfulneſs in performing their duties to 
their eters as to their parents. - 

Q. What 4 the general ſcope of the fifth Commandement ? 

A. The generall ſcope of the fifth Commandement, is, 
the performance of thoſe duties which wee myfually ow in 
our ſcverall relations,as Inferiors, Superiors, Equals. 

Q. What + the honor that Tuferiors ow to their Superiors ? 

A The Honor which Inferiors ow to their Superi- 
ors, is, due reverence, in heart, word , and bebavior 3 
prayer , and thankſgiving for them 3 imitation of their ver- 
tues and graces; willing obedience to their lawfuil com- 
mand and counſels x; due ſubmiſlion ro their corteCtion , 
fidelity to, defence and maintenance df their perſons and au- 
the- 
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thority according to their ſeverall ranks and the nature of 
their places ; bearing with theit infirmities , and covering 
them in love 3 that ſo they may bee an honor to them and to 
their government, 
. What are the ſins of Tuferiors againſt their Superiors ? 
. The fins of Inferiors againſt their Superiors, arc, 
all negle& of their duties required toward them ; envying 
at, contempt of , and rebellion againſt their perſons an 
places in their lawfull counſels , commands , and corre&i- 
ons z curſing , mocking , and all ſuch refraory and ſcan- 
dalous carriage, as prove's a ſhame and diſhonor to them and 
their government. 
Q. What % required of Superiors toward their Tufcriors ? 
A. It is required of Superiors , according to that power 
they receive from God, and that relation wherein they ſtand, 
to Ho pray for, and bleſs their inferiors ; to inſtru, coun- 
ſell and admoniſh them ; countenancing , commending, and 
rewarding ſuch as do well ; diſcountenancing , reproving 


and chaſtiſing ſuch as do ill ; protefting , and providing for 


them all things neceſſary for ſoul and body zand by grave, 
wiſe, holy, and exemplary carriage, to procure glory to God, 
honor to themſelves, and ſo to preſcrve that authority which 
God hath put upon them, 

Q. What are the ſins of the Superiors ? 

A. The fins of Superiors are , befide the negle& of the 
duties required of them , an inordinate ſecking of them- 
ſelves, their own glory , eaſe, profit, or pleaſure 3 command- 
ing things unlawtull , or not in the power of inferiors to 
perform 3 counſelling , encouraging , or favoring them in 
that which is evill ; diſlwading, diſcouraging , or diſcounte- 
nancing them in that which is good z correCting them undu- 
ly ; careleſs expoſing or leaving them to wrong, temptation 
and danger 3 provoking them to wrath z or any way diſho- 
noring themſelves , or leſsning their authority by an unjuſt, 
indiſcreer, rigorous, or remiſs bchavior, 

Q. What are the duttes of equals ? 

A. The duties of equals are, toregard the dignity and 
worth of each other , in giving honor togo one bctore ano- 
ther, and to rejoyce in each other gifts and advancement , as 
in their own- 
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Q. What are the ſous of equals ? 
4. Theſis of _ are,belide the negle& of the dutics 
required, the undervaluing of the worth, envying the gifts, 
orieving at the advancement or proſperity one of another,and 
uſurping preheminence one over another, 

Q. What is the Reaſon annexed to the fifth Commande- 
ment, the more to enforce 1t ? 

A. The Reaſon annexcd to the fifrh Commandement, in 
theſe words, [ That thy dayes may bee long upon the land which 
the L O RD thy God giveth thee, ] is, an expreſs promiſe of 
long life and proſperity, as far as it ſhall ſerve for Gods glo- 
ry, and their own good, to all ſuch as keep this Commande» 
ment. | 
Q. What is the ſixth Commandement ? 

A. The ſixth Commandement is, [ Thou ſhalt not kill. ] 
Q. What are the duties required m the ſixth Coumande- 
ment ? 
A. The duties required in the fixth Commandement, are, 
all carefull ſtudies, and lawfull endeavors to preſerve the life 
of our {elves and others ; by reſiſting all thoughts, and purpo< 
ſes, ſubduing all paſſions, and avoiding all occaſions, tempra- 
tions and praiſes, which tend to the unjuſt taking away the 
life of any ; by juſt defence thereof againſt violence, patient 
bearing of the hand of God, quietneſs of minde, cheartulneſs 
of ſpirit, a ſober uſe of meat, drink, phyſick, ſleep, labor, and 
recreations, by cltritable thoughts, —_ compaſſion, meek- 
neſs, gentleneſs, kindneſs, peaceable, milde, and courteous 
ſpecches and behaviour, forbearance , readineſs to bee recon- 
ciled, patient bearing and forgiving of injuries, and requiting 
good for evil, comforting and ſuccouring the liſtrefled, au 
protecting and defending the innocent. 

Q.1#hat are the ſins forbidden in the ſixth Commandement? 

A. The fins forbidden in the fixth Commandemear, arc, 
all caking away the life of cur ſelves,or of others,except in caſc 
of publick juſtice, lawfall war, or neceſſary defence; the negle- 
ing or withdrawing the lawfull and neceſlary means of pre- 
ſervation of life ; {infa!l anger, hatred,envy,defire of revenge, 
all exceflive paſſions, diſtrafing cares , immoderate uſe of 
meat, drink, labor, and recreations; provoking words,opprel - 
fion,quarrelling,ſtriking,wounding,and whatſoever elſe rend's 
to the deſtruction of the life of any. Q. Which 
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Q. Which is the ſeventh Commandement ? , 

A. The.ſeventh Commandementis, { Thou ſhalt not com- 
mit adultery. ] 

Q. What arc the duties required inthe ſeventh Gommandc- 
m cnt ? 

A. The duties required in the ſeventh Commandement, 
are, Chaſtity ia body, minde, aftcfions, word,and behavior; 
aud the preſervation of it in oar ſelves and others 3 warch- 
fulneſs over the eyes, and all the ſenſes 3 remperance, keeping 
of chaſt ccmpany, :odeity in apparel!, marriage by thoſe that 
have not the gift of continency 3 conjugall love, and cchabi- 
tation 3 diligent labor in our callings, ſhunning all eccaſions 
of uncleanneſs, and refilting temptation rhercunto, 

Q. What arethe ſins forbidden inthe ſeventh Commandes 
ment ? 

A. The fins forbidden in the ſeventh Commandement, 
beſide the negle& of rhe dutics* required, are, aCultery, tor- 
nication, rape, inceſt, Sodomy, and ail unnaturall luits, all 
unclean imaginations, thoughts, purpoſes and affeQions, all 
corrupt or filthy communications , or liſtening thercunto ; 
wanton looks,impudent ,or light behavior,immodeſt apparel}; 
prohibiting of lawfull, and diſpenſing with unlawtull marri- 
ages 3 allowing, tolerating, keeping of ſtews, and rclorting ro 
them ; intaneling vows of ſingle life,undue delay of marriage, 
having more wives, or husbands then one, at the fame time , 
unjuſt divorce, or deſertion 3 idleneſs, gluttony, drunkennels, 
unchaſt company, laſcivious ſongs, books, piEtures,dancings, 
ſtage-playes, and all other provocations tour acts of unclean- 
eſs cither in our ſelves or others. 

Which is the eighth Commandement * 

A. Thecighth Commandement is, | Thou {halt 1ot ſteal.) 

Q. What are the dutics required in the cighth Commandc- 
ment ? 

cA, The duties required in the eighth Commandement, 
are, truth, fairhfolneſs, and juſtice in contracts, and com- 
merce betwcen man and man 3 rendring to every one his due; 
reſtitution of goods unlawfully detained from 1h: rigbr ow- 
ners thetecf ; giving, and lending freely, according to onr 
abilitics, and the necefſitics- cf others 3 moderation ,cf cur' 
judgments, w:1s, and aF:Rions, concerning worldly gocds: 
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a provident care and ſtudy to get , keep , uſe , and diſpoſe 
thoſe things which are neceſlary and convenient for the ſu- 
ſentation of our nature , and ſutable ro our condition & a 
lawfull calling , and diligencein it : frugality, avoiding un- 
neceflary [aw-ſuits and ſuretiſhip, or other like ingagements ; 
and an indeavor by all juſt and lawfull means, to PR. 
preſerve and further, the wealth and outward eſtate of others, 
as well as our own. 

Q. What arc the ſins forbidden in the cighth (omman- 
dement ? 
eA. Thefins forbidden in the eighth Commandement,be- 
ſide the neglect of the dutics requircd,are,theft,robbery,man- 
ſcaling , and receiving any thing that is Rolen ; fraudulent 
dealing,falſe weights and meaſures, removing land-marks;1n- 
juſtice and unfaithfulneſs in contracts between man and man, 
or in matters of truſt : oppreſſion, extortion, uſury, bribery, 
vexatious law-ſuits, unjuſt incloſures, and depopularions ; in- 
orofling commodities to inhance the ares. Ks callings, 
and all other unjuſt, or finfull wayes of taking, or with-hould- 
ing from our neighbor what belongs to him , or of inriching 
our ſclves : covetoulſneſs , inordinate prizing , and affefting 
worldly goods, diſtruſtfull and diſtracting cares, and ſtudies 
in getting, keeping, and aſing them, envying at the proſperity 
of others : as likewiſe idleneſs, prodigality, waſtfull gaming, 
and all other wayes whereby wee do unduly prejudice our 
own outward eltate : and defrauding our ſelves of the due ule 
and comfort of that eſtate which God hath given us. 
Q. Which i the ninth Commandement ? 
A. The ninth Commandement is , [Thou ſhalt not bear 
falſe witneſs againſt thy neighbor.) 
Q. What are thc dutics required in the nimh Commande- 
ment ? 
eA. Theduties required in the ninth Commandement,are, 
the preſerving and promoting of truth berween man and 
man, and the good name of our neighbor as well as our own : 
appearing, and ſtanding for , and from the heart , ſincerely, 
freely, cleerly, and fully , ſpeaking the tcuth , and onely rhe 
truth, in matters of judgment and juttice , and in all other 

things whatſoever ; a charitable eltegm of our neighbors 3 
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and covering of their infirmities : freely acknowledging their 
vifts and graces : defending their innocency: a ready receiving 
of a good report , and unwillingneſs to admit of an evil re- 
port concerning them : diſcouraging tale-bearers , Hatterers, 
and flanderers : love and care of our own gocd name, and de- 
tending it when need requireth : keeping of lawull promites, 
ſtudying and praCtifing of whatſoever things are truc,honelt, 
lovely, and ot good report. 

Q.What are the fins forbidden in the nimb Commandment? 

A. The fins forbidden in the ninth Commandementr, arc, 
all prejudicing the truth, and the guod name of cur ncighburs 
as well as our own , eſpecially in publick judicature , giving 
falſe evidence, ſuborning falſe witnefles, wittingly appexarin:; 
and pleading for an evil cauſe , out-facing and over-vcaring 
the truth,paſſing unjuſt ſentence, calling cvil good, and gocd 
evil, rewarding the wicked according to the weik of the righ- 
tcous,and the righteous according to the work of the wicked : 
forgery,concealing the truth,undue filence in a ju1t cauſe, and 
holding our peace when iniquity calleth for either a reproot 
from our ſelves, or complaint to others : ſpeaking the truth 
unſeaſonably,or maliciouſly to a wrong end , or perverting it 
to a wrong meaning,or in doubtfull and equivocall expreth1- 
ons, to the prejudice of truth or juſtice : (peaking untruth, 
lying,flandering,back- biting,detrating,tale-bearing, whi{pe- 
ring,ſcofhing,reviling ,raſb, harſh, and partiall cenfuring, miſ- 
conſtruing intentions,words,and actions, flattcring,vain-glc- 
rious boaſting:thinking or ſpeaking too highly or too mcanly 
of our {e[ves or others, denying the gitts and graces of God, 
ageravating ſmaller faults, hiding,excung or cxtenuating ct 
fins, when called to a free confeſhion, unneceſſary diſcovering 
of infirmities,railing falſe rumors,receiving & countcnancing 
evil reports,and ſtopping our cars againſt jult detence,cvil {- 
ſpition, envying or grieving at the deſerved credit of any, en» 
deavoring or deliring to impair it , rejoyCing in thcit dilgrace 
and ipfamy, ſcornfull contempt, fond admiration : breach ot 
lawfull promiſes, neglcRing ſuch things as arc of good report, 
and practiſing, or not avoyding our {cives, or not hindring 
what wee can in others ſuch things as procure an evil name. 

Q. Which ts the tenth Commandement ? 

A.T hc tenth Commandement is, [ Thou ſhalt 10? couct thy 
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his man-ſervant nor his maid-ſcroant, nor h1s ox, nor his afs, 
nor any thing that is thy neighbours.) 


Q. What are the duties required in the tenth (ommande-

eA. The duties required in the tenth Commandement 


are ſuch a full contentment with our own condition, and ſuch 
a Charitable frame of the whole ſoul roward our neighbour, as 
that all our inward motions and afteions touching him tend 
unto and further all that good which is his. 

Q. What are the ſins forbidden wm the tenth Commande- 
met 7 

A. The ſins forbidden in the tenth Commandement, are, 
diſcontcatment with our own eſtate, envying aud grieving at 
the good of our neighbours, together with all inordinate mo. 

tions and affeCtions to any thing thatis his. 

Q. Is any man able perfefly to keep the Commandements 
of God. 

A. No man is able,cither of himſelf,or by any grace recei- 
ved in his life, perfe&tly to keep the Commandements of 
God, but doth daily break them in thought, word, and deed. 

Q. Are all tranſgreſſions of the Law of God equally hainous 
z# themſclues, and in the fgght of God e 

A. All tranſgreſſions of the Law of God are not equal - 
ly hatnous ; but ſome {ins in themſelves, and by reaſon of ſe- 
verall aggravations, are more hainous in the ſight of God 
then others. 

Q. What arc thoſe ageravations that make ſome ſins mare 
baineus then others ? 

A. Sins reccive their aggravations, 

From the perſons offending ; if they bee of riper age, grea- 
ter. experience, or grace 3 eminent for profeſſion, gitrs, place, 
ofhce 3 guides to others, and whoſe examples is likely to bee 
foltowed by others. 

From the partics offended ; if immediately againſt God, 
his attributes, and worthip ; avainit Chriſt,and his grace the 
boly Spirir,his witneſs and workings 3 againſt Superiors,men 
of eminency, and ſuch as wee ſtand eſpecially related and in'- 
g29ed unto z againlt any of the Saints, particularly weak bre- 
thren, the ſouls of them, oz any other, and the common good 
From 


neighbours houſe, thou ſhalt not covet thy neighbours wife, nor 
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From the nature and quality of the offznce ; if it bee againſt 
the expreſs letter of the Law, break many commandements, 
contain in it many fins, if not onely conceived inthe heart, 
but breaks forth in words and actions, (candalize others, and 
admic of no reparation 3 if againſt means, mercies, judg- 
ments, light of nature, conviction of conſcience, publick cr 
private admonition, cenſures of the Churchcivil puniſhments, 
and our own praycrs, purpoſes, promiſes, vows, covenants, 
znd ingagements to God or men ; if don deliberately, wil- 
fully, preſumpruouſly, impudently, boaſtingly, maliciouſly, 
frequently, obſtinately, with delight, continuance, or relap- 
iing after repentance. 

From circumſtances of time and place; if on the Lords 
day, or other times of divinc worſhip, or immediately before 
or after theſe, or other helps to prevent or remedy ſuch mi(- 
carriages ; if in publick, or in the preſence of others who are 
thereby likely to bee proveked or defiled. 

Q. What doth every ſin deſcrue at the hands of God ? 

A. Every fin. even the caſt, becing againſt the foveraign- 
ty, g0odnels, and holineſs of God, and againſt his righteous 
law, deſerveth his wrath and curſe both in this life and that 
which is tocom z and cannot bee expiated but by the bloud 
ot Chriſt. 

Q. What doth God require of us that wee may eſcape his 
wrath and curſe duc to u by reaſon of the tranſgreſſion of the 


Law ? 
A. That wee may eſcape the wrath and curſe of God due 


to us by reaſon of the tranſgreflion ofrhe Law, hee requireth 
of us repentance toward God, and faith toward our Lord Jc- 
ſus Chriſt,and the diligent uſe of the outward means whereby 
Chriſt communicate's to us the benefits of his mediation. 

Q. Whatare the outward mcans whereby ('hrifÞ communt- 
cates to us the beneſits of his mediation ? 

A. The putward and ordinary means whereby Chriſt 
communicaze'sto his Church the benefits of his mediation,arc, 


all bis Ordinances;eſpecially the Word,Sacraments, 8 Pray- 
er:all which are made effeftuall to the ele& for their ſalvation. 
Q. How is the Word made effeuall I ; 

A. The Spirit of God maketh the Reading, but eſpecially 


the Preaching of tke Word, ani effeuall means of enlight- 
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ning, convincing, and humbling ſinners, of driving them out 
of themſelves, and drawing them unto Chriſt, of conforming 
them to his Tmage, and ſubduing chem to his will, of ſtreng- 
thening them againſt temptations and corruptions, of bui]- 
ding them up in grace, and eftablithing their hearts in holi- 
neſs and comfort through taith unto ſalvation, 

Q. Ts the Word of God 10 bee read by all ? } 

A. Although all are not to bee permitted to read the 
Word publickly to the congregation, yct all ſorts of people are 
bound to read it apart by themlelves, and with their families; 
to which end the holy Scriptures are to bee tranſlated out of 
the Originall into vulgar Languages, 

Q. How is the Word of God to bec read? 

A. The holy Scriptures are to bee read with an high and 
reverent eſteem of them 3 with a firm perſwafion that they are 
the Word of God, and that hee onely can enable us to un- 
derſtand them 3 with defire to know, believe, and obey the 
will of God revealed in them 3 with diligence and attention 
to the matter and ſcope of them ; with meditation, applicati- 
on, (elf-dcnyall, and praycr. 

Q. By whom is the Word of God to bee preached ? 

A. The word of God is to bee preached onely by ſuch as 
are ſufficiently gifted, aud alſo duly approved, and called to 
that Offce, 

Q. How is the Word of God to bee preached by thoſe that 
are called thereunto ? 

A. They that are called to labor in the Miniſtry of the 
Word, are to preach ſound doctrine, diligently, in ſeaſon,and 
out of ſeaſon ; plainly, not in the enticing words of mans 
wiſdom, but in demonſtration of the Spirit, and pewer ; 
faithfully, making known the whole counſel of God 3 wiſcly 
applying chenlkl ves to the neceſiities and capacities of the 
hearers z zealouſly, with fervent love to God, and the ſouls 
of his people 3 ſincerely, aiming at his glory, and their con- 
verhon, edification, and ſalvation. 

Q. What is required of thoſe that hear the Word preached.? 

A. It is required of thoſe that hear the Word preached, 
that they attend upon it with diligence,preparation, & prayer; 
examine what they hear by the Scriptures ; receive the truth 
with faith, love, meckneſs and readineſs of mind, as the _ 
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briog forth the fruit of it in their lives, 

(2. How do the Sacraments bccom effeFuall means of ſa. 
TALIGH Y 

A. The Sacramehts becom effecuall means of Glvation 
not by any power in themſclves, or any virtue derived fron 
the piety and intention of him by whom they are adminiſtred; 
but oncly by rhe working of the holy Gholt, and the bleſſing 
ot Chriit by whom they are inſtiturcd, 

Q. What is a Sacrament ? 

A. A Sacrament is an holy Ordinance, inſtituted by 
Chriſt in his Church, to fignihe, ſcal, and exhibit unto thoſe 
that are within the covenant of grace, the benefits of his me- 
diation ; to ſtrengthen and increaſe their faith, and all other 
graces ; to oblige them to obedience z to teſtihe and cheriih 
their love and comumunion/ one with another ; and rodiltin- 
guith them from thoſe that are withour. 

(Q). What are the parts of a Sacrament ? 

A. t heparts of a Sacrament are two 3 the one an out - 
ward and ſcn{ible fign, uſed according tro Chriſts own ap- 
poinrtment z the other an inward and ({pirituall grace thereby 
lenitied, 

Q. How many Sacraments hath Chriſt inſtituted in his 
Church winder the New Teſtament ? 

A. Under the New Tettament Chriſt hath inſtituted in his 
Church onely two Sacraments; Baptiſm, & the Lods Supper. 

Q. What is Baptiſm ? 

A. Baptiſm is a S2crament of rhe New Teftament,where- 
in Chriſt hath ordained the walhing with water,in the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, ro bee 
a ſign and ſeal of ingrafting into himlelt, of remifhon of {ins 
by his bloud, and Regeneration by his Spirit, of Adoption, 
and rcſurre&ion unto everlaſting life 3 and whereby the par- 
ties baptized are ſolemnly admitted into the vilible Church; 
and enter into an open and profeſicd engagement to bee whol- 
ly and onely the Lords. | ; 

Q. #nto whom is Baptiſm to bee adminiſtred ? 

A. Baptiſm is not to bee adminiſtred to any that are out 
of the viible Church, and fo itrangers from the covenant ot 
promiſe, rill they profels their _ in Chriſt, & aglozn to 
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bim : but infants deſcending from parents, either both, or but 
one of them profeſling faith in Chriſt, and obedience to him, 
arc in that reſpe& within the covenant, and to bee baptized. 

Q. How is our Baptiſm to bee improved by us ? 

A. The needfull but much negle&ed duty of improving 
our Baptiſm is to bce performed by us all our life long ; eſpe- 

cially in the time of rempration, and when wee are preſent ar 
the adminiſtration of it to others;by ſerious & thankfull con- 
fideration of the nature of it,and of the ends for which Chriſt 
inſtitured it, the priviledges and benefits conferred and ſealed 
thercby, and our ſolemn vow made therein ; by beeing hum- 
bled for our ſinfull defilement, our falling ſhort of, and wal- 
king contrary tothe grace of Baptiſm and our ingagements 3 
by growing up to aſſurance of pardon of fin, and of all other 
bleflings ſealed to us in that Sacrament; by drawing ſtrength 
from the death and reſurre&ion of Chriſt,iuto whom wee are 
baptized, for the morrytying of tn, and quickening of grace; 
and by endeavoring to live by faith, to have our converſation 
in holineſs and righteouſneſs, as thoſe that have therein given 
up their names to Chriſt, and to walk in brotherly love, as 
beceing baptized by the ſame Spirit into one body. 

Q. What is the Lords Supper ? 

A. The Lords Supper is a Sacrament of the New Teſta- 
ment, wherein, by giving and receiving bread and Wine, ac- 
cording to the appointment of Jeſus Chriſt, his death is ſhew- 
ed forth, and they that worthily communicate, feed upon his 
body aud bloud, to their ſpirituall nouriſhment and growth 
in grace, have their union and communion with him confir- 
med, teſtifie and renew their thankfulneſs and ingagement to 
God, and their mutuall love and fellowſhip each with other, 
as members of the ſame myſticall body. 

Q. How hath Chriſt appointed Bread ond Wine to bee gi> 
ven and received inthe Sacrament of the Lords Supper ? 

A. Chriſt hath appointed the Miniſters of his Word in 
the adminiſtration of the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, to 
ſer apart the Bread and Wine from common uſe, by the word 
cf inſtitution, thankſgiving, and prayer,to take and break the 
bread, and to give both the Bread and the Wine to the com- 
municants, who are, by the ſame appointment, to take, and 

eat the Bread, and to drink the Wine, in thankfull _—_— 
rance

brance that the Body of Chriſt was broken and given,and his 
Bloud ſhed for them, 

. How do they that worthily communicate in the Lords 
Supper, feed upon the Body and Bloud of Chriſt therein ? 

A. As the Body and Bloud of Chriit are not corporally 
or carnally preſent in, with, or under the Bread ana Wine in 
the Lords ſupper;and yet are ſpiritually preſent to the faith of 
the Receiver, no leſs truly ad really then the elements them- 
ſelves are to their outward ſenſes : ſo they that worthily com- 
municate ia the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, do therein 
feed upon the Body and Bloud of Chriſt, not after a corpo» 
rall or carnall, bur in a ſpirituall manner 3 yer truly and real- 
ly, while by faich they receive and apply unto themſelves 
Garilt crucified, and all the benefits of his death. 

Q. How are they that receive the Sacrament of the Lords 
CE upper, to prepare themſelves before they com unto it? 

A. They that receive the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, 
are, before they com, to prepare themſelves thereunto, by ex- 
amining themſelves of their beeing in Chriſt, of their fins,and 
wants, of the truth and meaſure of their knowledg, faith, re- 
pentance, love to God and the brethren, charity to all men, 
forgiving thoſe that have don them wrong z of their defares 
after Chriſt, and of their new obedience ; and by renewing 
the exerciſe of theſe graces, by ſerious meditation, and fervent 

rayer. 
' Q. May one who doubteth of his beeing in ({briſt, or of his 
due preparation, com t0 the Lords Supper ? 

A. One who doubteth of his beeing in Chriſt, or of his 
due preparation to the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, may 
have true intereſt in Chriſt, though hee bee nor yer aflured 
thereof ; and in Gods account hath it, if hee bee duly affeted 
with the apprehenſion of the wane of it, and unfainedly de- 
fire's to bee found in Chriſt,and to depart from iniquity : 1n 
which caſe ( becauſe promiſes are made, and this Sacrament 
is appointed for the relief even of weak and doubting Ghri- 
ſians ) hee isto bewail his unbelief, and labor to have his 
doubts reſolved , and ſo doing hee may and ought to com un- 
to the Lords Supper, that hee may bee further ſtrengthened. 

. May any who profeſs the faith, aud deſire to com tothe 
Lords Supper, be kept from it ? 


A. Such as are found to be ignorant, or ſcandalous, not- 
withſtanding their profeſſion of the faith, and defire to 
com to the Lords Supper, may and ought to bee kept from 
that Sacrament by the power which Chriſt hath left in his 
Church, untill they receive inftruction,and manitelt their re- 
formation. 

Q. What is required of them that receive the Sacrament of 
the Lords Supper in the time of the adminiſtration of it ? 

A. It is required of them that receive the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper, that during the time of the adminiſtration of 
It, with all holy revercnce and attention they wait upon God 
in that Ordinance, diligently obſerve the Sacamentall cle- 
ments and acticns, heedtully diſcern the Lords Body , and 
aftcRtionately meditate on his death and (uftcrings, and there- 
by ſtir up themſelves to a vigorous exerciſe of thcir graces, in 
Judging themſclves, and forrowing for fin, in carnc{t hunger- 
ing and thirſting after Chriſt, feeding on-him by faith, re- 
caving of his fulneſs, truſting in his merits, rejoycing in his 
love, giving thanks for his grace, in renewing of their Cove- 
nant with God, and love to all the Saints. 


Q, What is the duty of Chriſtians after they have received 


the Sacrament of the Lords Supper ? 

A. The duty of Chriſtians after they have received the 
Sacrament of the Lords Supper, is, ſ{criouſly to contider how 
they have behaved themſelves therein, and with what ſucceſs ; 
if they finde quickening and comfort, to bleſs God for it, beg 
the continuance of it, watch againſt relapſes , fulfll thar 
yows, and encourage themſclves to a frequent attendance on 
that Ordinance : but if they finde no preſcnt benefit, more 
exactly to renew their preparation to, and carriage at the Sa- 
crament; ia both which if they can approve themſelves ro God 
and their own conſctences, they are to wait for rhe fruit of it 
in due time : bar if they ſce they have failed in either, they are 
ro bee humbled, and toattend upon it afterward with more 
carc and diligence. 

Q. Wherein do the Sacraments of Baptiſm and the Lords 
Supper 4erce ? 

eA. The Sacraments of Baptiſm and the Lords Supper 
agree, in that the Author of- both is God, the fpirituall part 
of both is in Chriſt ar.d his benefits, both are ſeals of the

Q. Whereiu dothe Sacraments of Baptiſm and the Lords 
Supper differ ? 

A. The Sacraments of Baptiſmand the Lords Supper 
differ, in that Baptiſm is to bee adminiſtred but once , with 
water, to bee a ſign and ſeal of our regeneration and ingraft- 
ing into Chriſt , and that even to infants : whercas the 
Lords Sapper 1s to bee adminiſtred often, in the Elements of 
bread and wine , to repreſent and exhibit Chriſt as ſpirituall 
nouriſhment to the ol, and to confirm our continuance and 
growth in him, and chat onely to ſuch as are of years and a- 
bility ro examine themſelves, 

Q. What ks Prayer ? 

eA. Prayer is an offering up of our defires unto God, in the 
Name of Chriſt , by the help of bis Spirit , with confeſſion 
of our fins, and thankfull acknowledgment of kis mercies. 

Q. Are wee to pray unto God oncly ? 

A. God onely becing able to ſearch the hearts , hear the 
requeſts,pardon the fins,and fulfill the delires of all,and one- 
ly to bee believed in, and worſhipped with religious worſhip, 
prayer, which is a ſpeciall part vhereof , is to bee made by all 
to him alone, and to none orher. 

Q. What is it 10 pray in the Name of Chril ? 

A. Topray in the Name of Chrilt,is,in obedience to his 
command ,and in confidence on his promilſes,to ask mercy for 
his ſake,not by bare mentioning of his Name,but by drawing 
our incouragement to pray , and our boldnels, ſtrength, and 
hope of acecptance in prayer,from Chriſt and his mediation. 

Q. Why are wee to pray in the Name of Chriſt ? 

A. The linfulneſs of man , and bis diſtance from God 
by reaſon thereof becing ſo great, as that wee can haveno ac- 
ceſs into his preſence without a Mediator 3 and there beeing 
none in heaven or earth appointed to, or fit for that glorious 
work but Chriſt alone z wee are to pray in no other Name 
but his onely. 

Q. How doth the Spirit help us to proy ? 

A.We not knowing what to pray tor as wee ought,the Spi- 


rit helpeth our infimities, by inabling us ro underſtand both 
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words, Our Father which art in Heaven] teacheth us, when 


for whom, and what, and how prayer 1s to bee made : and by wee | 
working and quickning in our hearts (although not in alſÞ gooc

Q. What doth the Preface of the Lords Prayer teach us ? 
A. The Preface of the Lords Prayer , contained in theſe 
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wee pray, to draw near to God with confidence of his fatherly 
oodnels, and our intereſt therein , with reverence , and all 
other child-like diſpotitions, heavenly afte&ions, and duc ap- 
prehenfions of his ſoveraign Power, Majeſty , and gracious 
condefcention : as allo to pray with and for others. 
. What doe wee pray for in the fir 1 Petition e 

A. In the firit Petition , which is, [ Hallowed bee thy 
Name,] acknowledging the utter inability and indifpofition 
that is in our ſelves and all men ro honor God aright ; wee 
pray that God would by his grace inable and inc}ine us and 
others to know , ro acknowledg , and highly ro eſteem him, 
his titles, attributes, ordinances, word, works,and whatſoever 
hee is pleaſed to make himſelf known by, and to glorife him 
in thought, word, and deed : that hee would prevent and rc- 
move Atheiſm, ignorance, idolatry, profaneneſs,and whatſo- 
evcr is diſhonorable ro him ; and by his overeruling provi- 
dence dire& and diſpoſe of all things to his own glory, 

Q, What do wee pray for in the ſecond Petition ? 

A. In the ſecond ''ctirion, which is [ Thy kingdom com,] 
acknowledging our ſelves and all mankinde to bee by nature 
under the dominion of fin and Satan,wee pray that the King- 
dom of fin and Satan may vce deftreyed , the Goſpel propa- 
gated throughout the world, the Jewes called, the fulnets of 
the Gentiles brought in, the Church furniſhed with all Go- 
ſpel- Officers and Ordinances, purged from corruption,coun- 
tenanced and maintained by the civil Magiſtrate : that the 
Ordinances of Chriſt may bee purely diſpenſed and made 
effetuall to the converting of thoſe that are yer in their 6ns, 
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that are already converted ; that Chriſt would rule in our 
hearts here , and haſten the time of his ſecond coming , and 
our reigning with him for ever : and that hee would bee plea- 
led ſo to exerciſe the Kingdom of his power in all the world, 
28 may beſt conduce to theſe ends. 

Q. What do wee pray for inthe third Petition ? 

A. In the third Petition , which is [Thy will bee don on 
earth, as it is in heaven,)] acknowledging that by nature wee 
and all men are not onely utterly unable and unwilling to 
know and do the will of God, but prone to rebell againſt his 
Word, to revine and murmure againſt his Providence , and 

wholly 


wholly inclined to do the will of the fleſh, and of the Devil : 
Wee pray that God would by his Spirit take away from our 
ſelves and others all blindneſs, weakneſs , indiſpoſedneſs and 
pervecſneſs or heart, and by his grace make us able and wil- 
ling to know,do, and ſubmit to his will in all things, with the 
ike humility, cheerſulneſs, faithfulncſs, diligence, zcal, {ince- 
rity and conſtancy as the Angels do in heaven. 

Q. What doe wee pray for im the fourth Petition ? 

A. In the fourth Petition , which is [ Give us this day our 
daily bread,] acknowledging that in Adam, and by our own 
tin, wee have forfeited our right to all the outward bleſſings 
of this life, and deſerve to bee wholly deprived of them by 
God,and to have them curſed to us in the uſe of them : and 
that neither they of themſclves are ableto ſuſtain us, nor wee 
to merit, or by our own induſtry to procure them , but prone 
ro deſire, get, anduſe them unlawſully : wee pray for our 
ſelves and others , thar both they and wee waiting upon the 
Providence of God from day to day inthe uſe of Tawfull 
means , may of his free gift, and as to his Fatherly wiſdom 
thall ſeem beſt, enjoy a competent portion of them, and have 
the fame continued and blefled unto us in our holy and com- 
fortable uſe of them , and contentment in them ; and bee 
kept from all things that are contrary to our temporall ſup- 
port and comfort. 

Q. What do wee pray for in the fifth Petition ? 

A. In the fifth Perition, which is [ Forgive us our debts,4s 
wce forgive our debtors,) — , that wee and all 
other are guilty both of originall and aCtuall fin, and there- 
by becom debtors to the juſtice of God, and that neither 
wee, nor any other creature can make the leaſt ſatisfaCtion 
for that debt : wee pray for our ſelves and others , that God 
of his free grace would, through the obedience and fatisfaCti- 
on of Chriſt apprehended and applied by faith , acquit us 
both from the guilt and puniſhment of fin , accept us in his 
Beloved, continue his favor and grace to us, pardon our daily 
failings, and fill us with peace and joy in giving us daily 
more and more aſſurance of forgiveneſs ; which wee are the 
rather imboldned to ask, and encouraged to expe&,when wee 
have this teſtimony in our ſelves,that wee from rhe hearr for- 
give others their offences, : 
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Q, What do wee pray for in the ſixth Petition ? 

A. Inthe fixth Pctition, which is [ And lead us n0t into 
temptation , but deliver us from evil,) acknowledging , that

on ; or, when fallen, raiſed again and recovered out of it,and 
have a ſanRified uſe and improvement thereof : that our ſan= 
Cification and ſalvation may bee perfeed, Satan trodden 
under vur feer, :nd wee fully freed from fin, temptation, and 
all evil for ever. 

Q. What doth the concluſion of the Lords Prayer teach us ?

Q. bat are Gods works of Providence ? 

A. Gods Works of Providence arc, his moſt holy, wile, 
and powerful] preſerving, and governing all his creaturcs, and

A. When God had creared Man, hee cntred into a Cove- 
nant of life with him, upon condition of pertc& Obedience;

Q. Whercin conſis the ſinfulneſs of that cſtarc whereints 
man fell? 

A. The ſinfulneſs of that eſtate whereinto man fell, con 
fiſt's in the guilt of Adams firſt fin, the want of O-iginall 
righteouſneſs, and the corruption of his whole nature, which 
is commonly called Originall fin, together with all a&ual| 
tranſgreflions which proceed from ir. 

Q. What is the miſcry of that eſtate whercinto man fell ? 

A. All mankinde by their fall loft communion with God, 
are under his wrath and curſe, & ſo, made liable to all miſcries 
in this life, to death it ſelf, and to the pains of Hell for ever. 

Q. Did God leave all mankinde to periſh in the eſtate of ſun 
and miſery ? 

A. God having out of his meer good pleaſure,from all crcr- 
nity,cle&ed ſom to everlaſting life, did enter into a Covenant 
of grace,to deliver them out of the eſtate of iin and miſery, & 
to bring them into an eſtate of Salvation by a Redeemer.
